berta, for the Dairy, Live Stock 
and Potltry Pools now in process 
of organization, were formulated, 
at a series of meetings held in Ed_ 
monton during the past three days. 

The dates for this drive have 
een set for the period tiom June 
Sth to 28th next, and the whole 
province will be covered by the 
campaign to secure’ signatures to 
tthe contracts for these mew co. 
operative marketing pools. 

The meetings culminated Wed. 
nesday afternoon in a conference 
held between members of th: 
Boards of ithe three pools and rep. 
resemtatives of the press, when a 
full discussion took pkace over the 
plans for the publicity drive which 
will accompany the drive for 
memberships. Alfter being given 
full information regarding the 
pools, the newspaper men present 
pledged their hearty support ane 
gave thelpful attvice ii regard to 
the proposed drive. 

On Monday and Tuesday mem_ 
‘ers of the Board of the Provin- 
jal Dairy Pool met with the dire 
ectors of the Central Alti-rta 
Dairy Producers Association of 
Alix, when the relationship be. 
tween the two pools avas discussed, 
It was finally decided that there 
would be a joint contract, and that 

he Alix pool would market all of 
the product, received by them 
through the selling agency of the 
Provincial Pool. "Sone terns of 
the contract were discussed and 
agreed upon. ‘The Aux pool will 
have representation on the Selling 
Board of th: Provincial Pool in 
firect proportion to the percentage 
if produq: they contribute. An 
active campaign through the Alix 
territory for memberships was 
also agreed on, it ting decided 
that the methods of ‘both pools 
would be fully explairnd, and that 
the producers wotuu have the op- 
ibion of joining eithkr pool on the
